DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Acknowledgment is made of certified copy of TO2003A000303 which was originally 
misplaced in an unrelated IFW folder, but has been since correctly placed in the file. Examiner 
appreciates Applicant's diligence in researching the status of the misplaced copy and no further 
action is required. 



Double Patenting 

2. The Terminal Disclaimer filed on 26 June 2008, sufficiently overcomes the obviousness- 
type double patenting rejection over US Patent Number 7,273,273 B2. 



Claim Information 

3. Claims 1-11 are cancelled as previously requested by Applicant. 

4. Claim 21 is added as requested in Applicant's Amendments. 



Additional Prior Art of Record 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Kaufmann (US 5,482,191 A) teaches a station for storing and refilling an ink 
container with similar features, but doesn't specifically teach the collection chamber defining a 
first volume and a back- flow compartment defining a second volume or the presently claimed 
limitations of the specific dimensions of the two volumes. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claim 12 is allowed as amended. 

7. Claims 13-15 & 20 are allowed as amended, dependent on claim 12. 

8. Claims 16-19 are allowed as presented, dependent on claim 12. 

9. Claim 21 is allowed as presented, dependent on claim 12. 

10. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As related to amended independent claim 12, as well as added, amended, and previously 
presented dependent claims 13-21, which inherently contain all of the limitations of 
independent claim 12, an additional search was conducted based on the amendments to 
the claim and the existing prior art of record as well as additional related art fails to teach 
or fairly suggest a station for storing and refilling with ink a cartridge of a printhead with 
the detailed limitations as presented, most particularly a container with a collection 
chamber defining a first volume , provided with a housing attached to a top wall of the 
container along with a capillary refilling means with a first end and a second end for 
extending inside the housing, combined with a back-flow compartment defining a second 
volume and surrounding the housing while communicating freely with the collection 
chamber for receiving the ink. Continuing with the specific limitations of the second 
volume defined by the back- flow compartment is dimensioned and configured with 
respect to the first volume such that when the station is tilted a sufficient amount of the 
ink flows from the collection chamber to the back-flow compartment to cause the first 
end of the capillary refilling means to emerge from the ink .
